Hoof of Westminster Hall Found to 


Have Been Weakened Through 


Work ef Worms. 


Lately everybody has been alarmed, 


with good reason, about the safety of 
the foundations of St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral at London. Now it Is the turn 
of an even more ancient building, 
Westminster hall, wh'lch Is closed for 
repairs. It is true that the stability 
of "the great Hall of William Rnfus" 
U not threatened like that of the 
Cathedral, but the cleaning operation* 
on the Interior of the open roof have 
disclosed a very serious condition of 
affairs. The Irish oak, of which that 
roof Is composed, has been attacked 
for yean past by worms and I* now 
n such a state that It has been found 
necessary to take out whole portions 
of It in some eases large portion*. 
and replace them with new wood. 


This hammer beam roof, which has 


been deemed one of the finest carpen- 
tering feats In the whole world, did 
not form part of the hall as originally 
constructed by WUUam Rutns In 1099, 
but WM added In 13»7 by Richard IL 
The,extension of which It formed • 
part was * notable architectural per- 
formance, tor the walls were carried 
up two feet higher, and not only were 
the windows altered bat a One new 
porch was Included in the scheme. 


The roof, with its hammer beama

CALL AQUEDUCT A WONDER 


Engineers Enthuelaatle In, Prates ef 


War* Den* By th* Italian 


The Italian government has lust Bn- 


tahed one of the moat Important engi- 
neering work* of modem days In th* 
construction tit ah Immense aqueduct 
which carrier the water* of the Bele 
river—oormally Bowing wast from the 
Apennines to the Tyrrhenian 
the city of Bart, on the Adriatic. 


The eastern part of southern Italy 


sadly lacked water, while the western 
part had far mon than It needed. 
The River Sele waa selected aa that 
which could best be spared. It 
114 miles from Bart, and the whole 
rang* of the lofty Apennines an in 
between. It waa necessary to bore 
60 mil** of tunnel; mostly through 
granite; to build between four an< 
five mile* of aqueducts aad to Install 
between 47 and 48 miles of metallic 
double siphons. The mala aqueduct 
If 111 miles lone, and from It branch 
off 1,000 mllea of canals that distribute 
to th* villages of Apulia the 120,000,. 
OM gallon* ot water that are deflected 
every day from the western to the 
eastern shore* of th* country. 


Mon than 150 reservoirs, most of 


them carved out of eoltd rock, store 
ap mer* than five million cuWe feet 
of water at mtervab alone the aque- 
duct to provide against accident* that 


T nake repairs accessary. : And 


seventeen towns •situated at points 
higher thaa the aqueduct receive the 
water by means ot elevators.

GNORANCE ot the mettooa ot 


caring for ttev apparently drown- 
ed nowadays Is quite inexcusa- 
ble. As pointed out m a previous 


artel*, the rescue of those In danger 
requires considerable personal skill and 
practice, bnt any one can lean all that 
M needed for ha lulling the unconscious 
victim of a water accident by merely 
reading attentively and retenttvely the 
prescribed rules, ao that neglect to do 
•o cannot be condoned. It happens fre- 
quently that absolutely Inexperienced 
awimmera an able to reach one in dan- 
ger by boat ana perform a rescue with- 
out so much as exposing themselves to 
a wetting. If they can then adminis- 
ter the proper treatment all Is well. 
On the other band, failure to operate 
artificial respiration promptly and cor- 
rectly or to apply the given remedies 
later may have fatal results even after 
the victim has been taken from the 
water. 


Consideration of these facts should 


urge upon every man and woman the 


tt ta much easier to calculate en one's 
owa breathing. 


Operation on the patient should be 


continued until hta lungs resume their 
functions and the chest begins to ex- 
pand and contract unaided. At times 
a few minutes of work will bring re- 
mits-, at others It is necessary to per- 
sist assiduously for a long period be- 
fore being rewarded.

FAMOUS BUILDING IN PERU. 


Hoof of Westminster Hall Found to 


Have Been Weakened Through 


Work af Worms. 


Lately everybody haa been alarmed, 


with good reason, about the safety of 
the foundation* of St. Paul'* Cathe- 
dral at London. Now it 1* the turn 
of an even more ancient building: 
Westminster hall, which: is closed for 
repair*. It 1* true that the stability 
of "the great Hall of William Rnfns" 
to not threatened like that of the 
Cathedral, but the cleaning operation* 
on the Interior of the open roof have 
disclosed a very aerlons condition of 
affairs. The Irish oak, of which that 
roof is composed, haa been attacked 
tor yean past by worm* and to now 
in such a state that It ha* been found 
necessary to take out whole portions 
of It. in some eases large portion*, 
and replace them with new wood. 


This hammer beam roof, which haa 


been deemed one of the finest carpen- 
tering feats in the whole world, did 
not form pan of the hall as originally 
constructed by WUUam Rutns In 1098, 
but was added In 1397 by Richard IL 
The extension of which It formed a 
part was a notable architectural per- 
formance, tor the walls w«n carried 
up two feat higher, and not only were 
the window* altered but a fine new 
porch waa Included in the scheme. 


The roof, with Its hammer beama 


carved with angels, was built accord- 
Ing to the designs of the 
mason of the period, Henry de Teve- 
ley.

CALL AQUEDUCT A WONDER 


Engineers Enthusiastic In Praise ef 


Work Dene By the Italian 


Government 


The Italian government has Just fin- 


ished one of the most Important engi- 
neering works of moden days In the 
construction 6f an Immense aqueduct 
which carrier the waten of the Sele 
river—normally flowing west from the 
Apennines to the Tyrrhenian sea-rto 
the city of Bart, on the Adriatic. 


The eastern part of southern Italy 


sadly lacked water, while the western 
part had far more than It needed. 
The River Sele was selected as that 
which could best be spared. It rises 
114 miles from Bsrl, aad the whole 
range of the lofty Apennines are in 
between. It was necessary to bore 
60 mil** of tunnel, mostly through 
granite; to build between four and 
five mnes of aqueduct* aad to install 
between 47 and 48 miles of metallic 
double siphon*. The mala aqueduct 
I* 1U mnes long, and from It branch 
off 1,000 mile* of canal* that distribute 
to the villages of Apulia the 120,000, 
000 gallons of water that are deflected 
every day from th* western to the 
•astern shore* of th* country. 


More than 150 reservoirs, most of 


them carved out of solid rock, store 
np more than five million cubic feet 
of water at Intervals along th* aque- 
duct to provide against accident* that 
may make repairs necessary. And 
seventeen towns situated at points 
higher than the aqueduct reeelv* th* 
water by means of elevator*.
